Officers and their Duties

The Officers of the corporation shall be: a President, who

The Vice-president shall have ana exercise allthe powers, 


authority, and duties of the Pre sident during the absence of the 
latter or hia inability to act.

The Treasurer shall keep a true and faithful individual account 
with each member; keep a true and faithful account and custody of 


Association, and of all monies disbursed, and for what pur pose; 
keep the fund of the Association as a deposit or deposits in the

The Secretary shall keep the minutes of the meetings of the 
Directors and members; shall attend to the serving of notices 
of meetings of Directors and members; shall attend to the corres- 
pondence of the Association; and shall perform all other duties 
incidental to his office, 


Article VII 
Surplus Funds and Dividends 
The Board of Directors shall have authority to invest and 
expend funds of the Assoctation as they deem best, provided any 


such investments shall be made only In such securities as are 
sanctioned by the laws pertainingto the District of Columbia for 
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the investment of trust funds and shall further have authority 

to determine policy for the disposition of any insurance dividends 
under any particular insurance contract, in euch manner as it 
may deem to be in the best interests of the membership.
